of modern education. 

Mrs. George Thurston presided and 
explained the purpose of the gather- 
ing, stating that as one of the planks 
in the W. I. program is Education, 
they felt their Institute should be 
more fully acquainted with the chang: 
es being made. 

She then asked Rev. Hunt, Pre 
sident of the Strathmore Home and 
School Association to take over. 

In his remarks Mr. Hunt stated the 
purpose of the Home and School is to 
develop the relations between paren 
and schools, and aim to prevent di- 
ficulities rather than correct them, 

Addresses given by Mr. Crowther, 
Mr. Crellin and Mr. M. MacLeod, held 
the closest attention of the audience. 

Mr. Crowther in a_ very lucid ad 
dress explained the modern trend iu 
Educational methods. Emphasis is 
placed on the individual. Social ad- 
justment should take precedence over 
mere knowledge. The ability to read 
is paramount. 

One American University has stat 
ed that a student’s ability to read and 
willingness to work shou'd be the only 
requisites necessary to enter. 

Health education both mental ana 
physical is stressed. 

Too frequently a pupil’s failure tu 
advance should be traced to the par- 
ents, and they should receive the dis- 
cipline, not the child. 

New plans before the 
are— 

1— Four year High School course 
extending to Grade 18. 

2.— Community Schools are coming 
rapidly. 

3.— Partial credits according to the 
pupil’s effort. 

In future an all inclusive Social 
Studies Course will form ma‘n feature 
of curriculum. 

Metho!s for obtaining uniformity in 
marking examination papers was ex- 
plained, a very admirable method

An interesting quiz conducted by 
Miss Jean Aitken, teacher of Nightin- 
gale School followed. Participants in 
the quiz were, Mrs. Harriman, Mrs. 
Trollope, Mrs. W. Mercer and Mrs. G. 
Thurston and Messers C. R Gladden, 
L. Kinney, P. Sarsons and Norman 
Harriman, the ladies winning by 
quite a margin for which each re 
ceived two War Savings Stamps. 

Solos by Mrs. Mercer, accompanied 
by Mrs. Thurston, were a most pleas- 
ing feature. 

Mr. J. Crellin followed with a wery 
earnest plea for boys and girls to pre- 
pare them for present day living. 

He stressed the urgent need for 
healthy, wholesome play to develop 
the all-round instincts of the youth. 

He brought out the case of over or- 
ganization but stated that this was 
for the adults not for the youth and 
all too often the youth is neglected. 

A very pointed example was given 
when an adult in discussing whole. 
some sport with some boys, the boys 
pathetically emphasized the lack by 
asking, “What can we do?” and

“Where can we do it?” 

This is a condition that should a- 
rouse active co-operation by all senior 
groups in any community. 

Mr. Crellin said the aim cf teachers 
and parents should be to understand 
the pupil; to provide physical, social 
and moral entertainment in favorable 
environment. 

A gymnasium is a vital need in any 
community. 

Mr. Munroe MacLeod followed in 
an exhaustive and illuminating talk 
on Reading. The ability to read is 
the basis of a child’s intelligence test. 
Too frequently children are sent to 
school before they have sufficiently 
developed, and unless the teacher 
keenly understands the nature of the 
child, his reading may be marred for 
1ife by an injudicious beginning. A 
child may haive the ability to work 
with his hands or grasp other work 
and still be backward in reading, and 
irreparable harm may be incurred by 
urging such a pupil to read. In the 
great majority of cases the pupil will 
develop and be able to master the 
previous difficulty in time. 

Mr. MacLeod, in introducing his 
talk, said there were two types of in 
dividuals or communities. One is to 
exhaust all the land or subject has to 
give and then leave to waste. The 
other type where the group develops 
their holdings to a high state of pro- 
duction but builds a high fence with 
“Keep Ont’ signs that none outside 
may learn, but the Department of Ed- 
ucation is constantly trying to im- 
prove their methods and disseminat- 
ing these conditions that all outside 
may know of the progress. 

In this he classed the teaching of 
“Reading Readiness” as a progressive 
type of education. He stressed the 
paucity of a person unable to read in- 
telligently and of what they missed 
throughout life. 

He urged patience and keen insight 
on the part of the teacher as two 
first ranking attributes and being 
most patient with backward children. 
Compliment a child when possible, 
never discourage him. 

In closing Mr. MacLeod quoted R. 
L. Stevenson’s lines, “To travel hope- 
fully is a better thing than to arrive, 
and the true success is to labour.” 

Mrs. Albert Mercer, President, 
tendered the thanks of the Nightin- 
gale W. I. to the Strathmore speakers 
who had, by their timely addresses, 
made the evening so worthwhile. 
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The Thank offering meeting arrang- 
ed by the W. M. S. proved an excep- 
tionally delightful function ,held in 
the Church auditorium Tuesday p.m. 

Mrs.MacIntyre of Glasgow, for the 
present living in Calgary, charmed 
her hearers by her clear portrayal of 
the changed conditions so _ bravely 
borne by the people of Britain, during 
the Blitz and since. 

It was in parts, a very sad story, 
and made an appeal to the audience to 
do their bit still further to relieve 
human suffering.

Every employer of male employees must make an examination 
of the documents of these employees, and forward advice on 
those who fail to produce documents showing good standing 
under Mobilization Regulations. 

2. This examination must be completed by May Ist, 1944, 

3. S“EMPLOYER” includes industrial and commercial employers, 
and also farm operators. 

4. “*MALE* EMPLOYEE” includes all male persons working for 
you. 

5. A booklet “*EMPLOYERS’ GUIDE,”’’ has been sent to industrial 

and commercial employers. A return post card has gone to 

farm operators. 

If you employ any male person, and have not been notified of 

the survey by booklet or post card, contact the nearest Employ- 

ment and Selective Service Office and ask for the booklet. 

Workers in agriculture, of military age, who have not been re- 

jected by the Army and who haye not a Postponement Order 

should apply for such order to the nearest Registrar immedi- 
ately. 

8. Obligation to make the examination rests on each and every 
employer of male persons, and employers must act. 

9. Penalties are provided for failure to carry out this examina- 
tion, and for male employees failing to assist by refusal to 
produce documents, '
